1. DPA NOVEMBER 19 REPORTED THAT SENATOR FOR FEDERAL 
AFFAIRS STOBBE UPON HIS RETURN FROM VISITS TO LONDON 
AND PARIS, WHERE HE TALKED WITH STATE SECRETARY ROYLE 
AND STATE SECRETARY LIPKOWSKY, TOLD PRESS THAT SENAT 
COULD COUNT ON UNDERSTANDING AND HELP FROM BRITISH 
AND FRENCH AUTHORITIES IN ITS EFFORTS TO PERSUADE 

GDR TO RESCIND DOUBLING OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE REQUIREMENTS 
FOR VISITORS. STOBBE WAS QUOTED AS SAYING THAT 
BRITISH AND FRENCH AGREED GDR ACTION WAS, "IN ITS OVER- 
ALL TENDENCY (GESAMTE TENDENZ), DIRECTED AGAINST VISIT
